PHI THETA KAPPA 
UPDATE 

Phi Theta Kappa, 
national two year college 
honorary, focuses their 
efforts in four areas, 
scholarship, leadership, 
service, and fellowship. Cn 
this issue of the 
CHRONICLE, PTK's 
efforts in scholarship and 
leadership will be 
examined. 

Scholarship: 

Twenty-seven students 
are presently enrolled in a 
three semester credit hour 
course; HUM 299 on the 
current honors topic: 
"Science, Humanities, and 
Technology: Shaping a 
New Creation." Thus far, 
the class has seen portions 
of "Moon Shot." Recently 
they heard Dr. Phi! Grote 
speak on a social scientist's 
perspective on the topic. 
They also saw a training 
film about "Group Think" 
and its relation to the 
Challenger disaster. The 
class has seen both the 
1931 film "Frankenstein," 
and the more recent Turner 
production of the same 
story. They are also 
reading the Mary Shelley 
novel. 

Another interesting 
application of scholarship is 
a behind the scenes visit to 
Theater Tuscaloosa's 


production of the musical, 
’Annie." The backstage 
visit will provide insight 
into the technical aspects of 
lighting, CAD scene 
design, sound systems, as 
well as the other technical 
aspects of theater. In order 
to see the artistic side as 
well, the class will see the 
play together. 

The course was 

developed with the 
advisors working with the 
vice president of 
scholarship, Pat Headrick 
and the president, Linda 
Blalock. The Regional 
Honors Institute at 
Huntsville provided a 
wealth of material for the 
course. 

Leadership 

With the support of the 
PTK Kellogg Leadership 
Development project, the 
college will host a 
Leadership Training 
Institute for area high 
school juniors. Each of 
the 45 high schools in 
Shelton's service area will 
be invited to select two 
juniors to participate in a 
day of leadership training. 
Brenda Ryan and Linda 
Grote are planning to use 
selected activities from the 
PTK Kellogg Leadership 
Development Program. 
Students will hear a 
keynote address followed 
by two workshops. The 
workshop will be held on 
November 18 and will 


serve as a pilot project. 

Deans' Corner 

Arthur Howington 
According to preliminary 
enrollment reports for the 
Summer term, there were 
95 students enrolled in 
eight Fredd Campus 
programs. These students 
generated 1,029 credits for 
an FTE of 68.6. 

In the programs on the 
Skyland Campus, Fifteenth 
Street Campus, and 
Alabama State Fire 
College, there were 5,535 
students enrolled. These 
students generated 34,753 
credit hours for an FTE of 
2321.7. 

In terms of credit hours, 
the top 12 producing 
programs during the 
Summer term were as 
follows: 

1. Mathematics 3,694 

2. Fire Science 3,030 

3. English 2,748 

4. LPN 2,080 

5. Biology 2,072 

6. Business 1,755 

7. Emer Medicine 1,689

Together, these top 

dozen programs generated 
65% of all the credit hours 
produced by Shelton at all 
campus locations during 
the 1994 Summer term.

HOUR 

CONVERSION 

The Federal Register of 
July 20, 1993, which was 
revised in the Federal 
Register of December 30, 
1993, mandated that all 
colleges and trade schools 
implement requirements for 
the conversion of clock 
hours to credit hours. 

These requirements only 
applied to programs which 
do not lead to an associate 
degree. The requirements 
basically say that in order 
for these programs to be 
eligible for financial aid, 
they must be taught on a 

three to one ratio. 

Shelton State reviewed 
and extended all of the 
classes which did not meet 
the criteria with the 
exception of V I E 101, 
VTM 101, ITS 101, ITS 
103, ITS 104, LPN 111, 
LPN 112, LPN 121, LPN 
122, LPN 124, LPN 125, 
and LPN 135. For these 
courses. Data Processing 
reprogrammed the 
computer so that it would 
give reduced credit for 
financial aid to these 
courses. Financial aid then 
calculated the individual 
student's financial aid 
eligibility based on the 
recalculated credit. ( For 
example: VTE is a three 
credit hour course, 
however, the student 


received only one and one- 
half hours of credit for 
financial aid purposes. ) 

The U.S. Department of 
Education has not notified 
the Alabama Department of 
Postsecondary Education 
that they have delayed 
implementation of the 
clock hour/credit hour 
conversion because o 'an 
injunction that was issued 
by a judge against the 
department. 

Postsecondary informed 
Shelton the college can 
continue to pay based on 
the original credit hours 
until the case is settled in 
court and the judge issues 
his ruling. 

Financial Aid office has 
reviewed all students 
enrolled for fall semester 
and increased Federal Pell 
Grant awards in cases 
where the credit hours, as 
opposed to the converted 
hours, changed the 
student's enrollment status 
( 1 2 hours or more = full- 
time, 9-1 1 hours = 3/4 
time, 6-8 hours = 1/2 time, 
0-5 hours-less - than half 
time I. Don Rainer, director 
of financial aid, will inform 
the faculty and staff as 
soon as this case is settled 
and it is determined which 
direction the U.S. 
Department of Education 
will take on the clock hour 
/credit hour conversion.
